Save Our Youth 
From 
Communism 


A Defender Hour Broadcast ... 
By Dr. Gerald B. Winrod 








HE STORY is told of a woman in 

the days of the old Roman Empire 

displaying an assortment of beautiful jew- 
els to a friend. 


Then she asked: “May I see your 
jewels?” The other woman turned aside 
for a moment and called in her two small 
boys. She said: ‘These are my jewels.” 


Something happened in Washington, 
D. C., a short time ago that called this 
incident to my mind. It is a sad fact 
that some educators, like preachers and 
other people who should know better, 
have permitted themselves to be betrayed 
by left-wing propaganda. 


With the result that a great many 
young people of high school and college 
age are being exposed to the virus of Com- 
munism! The incident that took place in 
one of the high schools at the Nation’s 
capital, occurs entirely too often for the 
good of our young people. . . 


An out-and-out exponent of red propa- 
ganda was invited to speak at the morn- 
ing assembly of Washington’s Western 
High School. The speaker was a woman, 
a native of Russia, the wife of a clerk in 


the Soviet embassy at Washington. 


She told the students about the alleged 
wonders of Russia. She spoke disparag- 
ingly of the United States. She followed 
the regular propaganda line as laid down 
by Moscow and the Communist Party. 


She began by saying: “In the Russia 
of today, there are no landlords or busi- 
nessmen living on rents or on profits. The 
whole land is public property. The whole 
industry is publicly owned.” 


Thus, a group of students were obliged 
to hear outright socialism expounded from 
the rostrum, under the canopy and at the

expense of a tax-supported school. 
lady neglected to explain that in destroy- 
ing the rights of the Russian people to 
own personal property, the men of the 


Kremlin became the real “‘landlords.” 
All the people became the tenants. 


Such a system can be imposed upon a 
nation only by bayonets. Such a system 
can be kept in power only by terrorism. 
The citizen becomes a serf when he is de- 
nied the right to own a piece of the 
earth's surface, upon which to build a 
home or establish a business. 


Resentment was noticed in the audi- 
ence as the lady from Russia spoke. 
Christian young people were becoming 
restless. Finally, a group got up and 
walked out. It made quite a scene. The 
matter was brought to the attention of 
Congress the next day, in a speech by 
Representative John Rankin of Missis- 
sippi. 

During the course of his remarks, Mr. 
Rankin said . . . and I quote: 


“Those students at Western High 
School who revolted against a Commun- 
istic lecture yesterday, deserve the undy- 
ing gratitude of patriotic Americans ev- 
erywhere. They gave the American peo- 
ple a glimpse of the treacherous and insid- 
ious methods by which the Communists 
in this Country are attempting to poison 
the minds of our children.” 


Mr. Rankin continued: “If we are go- 
ing to check the spread of Communism in 
Europe, we had better clean house at 
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home and drive the Communists from the | r 
the state pay-roll, the 


federal pay-roll, 
moving picture industry and above all® 
else, from our schools and colleges.” 


I am sure the majority of my listening . 
audience will agree that Mr. Rankin has *

truth and logic on his side. 


Representative 
spoke with equal candor. Quote. 


“The woman who made this speech, 
in my opinion, does not reflect the proper 
attitude for anyone to take who has come 
here, and who is permitted to enjoy the 
blessings of liberty in this Country. Her 
praise of Russia clearly shows her politi- 
cal philosophy. Feeling as she does about 
this Country as compared with Russia, 
she ought to go back to Russia on the 
first boat and stay there.” 


Representative O’Konski presented 
American flags to each of the students 
who walked out while the propagandist 
was speaking. 


It would probably surprise a great 
many parents to know to what extent 
Communist propaganda has _ infiltrated 
the minds of their children, through both 
literature and discussions led by misguid- 
ed members of the teaching profession. 


This is not a pleasant subject to dis- 
cuss. But I would be doing less than 
my duty as a Minister of the Gospel if I 
avoided it. Intellectuals of the class- 
room who insist upon singing the praises 
of Moscow need to be jarred to their 
senses by action on the part of outraged 
taxpayers. 


I would not wish, however, to leave 
an impression that the teaching profession 
as a whole is at fault in this regard. That 
would be an exaggeration. On the other 
hand, we must not minimize the abuses. 


Those of us, who have for years pro- 
tested the inroads of Communism into our 
free institutions have been dubbed “‘red 
baiters."" We have been smeared with 
the charge of Nazism and Fascism. But 
at last that old fetish has been destroyed 
by an enlightened public opinion. 


Lenin stated the attitude of Commun- 
ism toward young people in a single sen- 
tence when he said: “Demoralize the 
youth of a land and the revolution is 
won.” 


Demoralize! That’s Communism. 
Anything that tends to demoralize youth 
or otherwise interfere with the sheltering 
influences which young people need, serves 
the cause of revolution and Communism.

CONFERENCE of twenty-one na- | 


tions was in progress early this month 


at Bogota, Colombia. Representatives of 
North and South American powers were 
trying constructively to find solutions for 
vexing problems. 


Colombia, like other countries, has for | 


years tolerated a red underworld. Moscow 
agents have been permitted to work under 
cover. 


Suddenly and without warning, a pis- 
tol was fired on a busy street in Bogota. 
A well-known politizal leader dropped 
dead. This was a signal for the Commu- 
nist minority, with its trained leaders 
planted in strategic piaces, to throw Co- 
lombia into the terrors of civil war. 


The rioting continued several days. 


When the smoke of revolution cleared | 


away, Bogota numbered her dead at more 
than eight hundred. The entire city was 


scarred. The business district was wrecked. | 


Huge fires and looting had destroyed 
property worth many millions of dollars. 


Men cloistered behind the grey walls 
of the Kremlin in Moscow, objected to 
the parley of the twenty-one nations, so 
they decided to break it up! 


Mobs rioted on the very premises where 
the sessions were being held. Guards were 
beaten off. The building was defaced. 


Records were stolen. Feminme members 


of the delegations representing various 
countries were evacuated by airplane. The 
delegates themselves were given protection 


behind barricades. 


After an interruption that lasted more 
than a week, the Conference was reorgan- 
ized in another building located three 
miles from the original site. The Krem- 
lin issued a statement pleading innocence. 
Stalin just couldn’t imagine what had 
happened at Bogota! 


But Secretary of State Marshall, who 
lived through the turmoil and had first- 
hand knowledge of what actually happen- 
ed, placed the blame squarely where it 
belonged.

“Surely goodness and mercy shall 
follow me all the days of my life:

OR ME the most cherished hour of the 
day, as a shepherd, was the early 


_ evening when high hills and stately trees

The cause 
of recent troubles is due to dishonesty, 
ineficiency, extravagance, and _indiffer- 
ence, which developed during the previous 
periods. Prosperity can return only as 
Christian principles are substituted for the 
gross materialism. 





Statistics and economic history clearly 
show that the world must progress in bal- 
ance. That is, materially, spiritually and 
socially, at approximately equal rates of 
growth. This means that following a 
period of war or of depression, prosperity 
can return only as people “catch up” 
spiritually. 


I therefore think that the principles of 
Christ are the only solution to our eco- 
nomic, political and international prob- 
lems. Various forms of government are 
mere tools, any one of which may be usedl 
to construct or destroy, according to 
whether or not the people are actuated by 
the spirit of Christ.

Supreme Court Ruling 


In 1866, the Supreme Court of the 
United States made a celebrated ruling, 


| in perfect accord with the Scriptural p:an 


and warning, saying: 


“The Constitution of the United States 
is a law for rulers and people, equally in 
war and in peace, and covers with the 


shield of its protection all classes of men, | 


at all times, and under all circumstances. 
No doctrine involving more pernicious 
consequences was ever invented by the 
wit of man than that any of its provis- 
ions can be suspended during ary of the 
great emergencies of government. 


“*Such a doctrine leads directly to an- 
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| archy or despotism, but the theory of ne- 
cessity on which jt is based is false; for 
| the government, within the Constitution, 
| has all the powers granted to it which 
| are necessary to preserve its existence, as 
' has been happily proved by the result of 
the great effort to throw off its just au- 
_thority.”” (Ex parte Milligan, 4 Wall. 
| 2, at p. 120.) 


| It follows, therefore, that even war 
| powers must be carefully limited so as to 
preserve the individual sovereignty of the 
people, and prevent the creation of a po- 
tential despotism. The people generally 
must never be subjected to systematized 
subjugation. The regimentation which is 
essential for military discipline and order 
‘cannot be lawfully extended to the peo- 
ple generally, whose individual sovereign- 
ty must be preserved at all times, or all is 
lost. 


Inherent Deceit of Total Mobilization 


Total mobilization, or substantially to- 
tal mobilization, is chock full of deceit. 
| Two classes of persons are created: (1) 
| the mobilized or serfs; and (2) the mobi- 
lizers or commanding bureaucrats. The 
| former are without freedom or security. 
The latter wield tyrannical power. 


The suppression of initiative and free- 
dom necessarily destroys also the SPIRIT 
OF LIBERTY, and thereby causes not 
only decreased production but a lowering, 
if not total loss, of morale and pa- 
triotism. To say that such a condition 
is helpful to total defense or tot.1 war is 
manifestly absurd. 


Constantly aggravated conditions and 
multiplied hardships to the people are the 
fruits of total mobilization, with the bu- 
reaucrats grabbing ever-increasing power 
under the pretense of remedying the con- 
ditions which they are making worse and 
worse. 


Laborers and artisans, and _ business 
and professional men, are made serfs of 
government, and subject to being torn 
away from family, community, and vo- 
cational or business ties and associations, 
and compelled to do any kind of work 
anywhere in the world. Business good 
| will built up by lifetimes of initiative and 
| ingenuity is subject to summary destruc- 
| tion by dominating bureaucrats, without 
| corresponding benefit to anyone; or the 
| bureaucrats may cunningly divert the 
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same for the benefit. of themselves or their 
favorites when the real owners and oper- 
ators are displaced. Disrupting the 
lives of people and putting them in con- 
stant fear cannot be believed by anybody 
to be the way to strengthen national de- 
fense, productive economy, or anything 
else. Nor should any trust be placed in 
those who claim that the total mobiliza- 
tion will .be only temporary. At no time 
ia history has there ever been a voluntary 
surrender of total mobilization. 


Demonstrated Fruits 


Although supporters of Senate Bill 
666, 78th Congress, contended that the 
American Republic should have total mo- 
bilization because both our foes and al- 
lies had it, the facts proved the contra- 
ry. We were then out-producing our 
foes and allies combined, because of the 
presence of free enterprise and personal 
initiative and liberty, and the absence of 
total mobilization. 


We had raised and equipped an army 
of more than eleven million. We pro- 
duced such enormous supplies and equip- 
ment of all kinds as to make our land the 
chief supply-source of our side of the war. 
We were then building more airplanes 
than our foes and allies combined, and 
constructing naval and cargo tonnage over 
four times as much as all the rest of the 
world. 


We also built something else, namely, 
the most colossal public debt in all his- 
tory, due to the use of total mobilization 
by our so-called allies to transfer the chief 
production responsibility to us. 


Long-Range Planning 


The long-range planning for total mo- 
bilization is evident to everyone who ob- 
serves and thinks. It was evidently ac- 
cording to plan that our veterans of 
World War I were denied positions to 
which they were entitled, and given the 
humiliating jobs of ‘peddling apples on 
the public streets, as if they were beg- 
gars. 


Foes of our Republic must have en- 
gineered the outrage, which was later used 
to trick the American Legion into de- 
claring a settled policy against future con- 
scription of any kind without providing 
for total mobilization, which would, of 
course, put an end to our free institutions. 
The American Legion was unaware of 
the planned trickery. It is to be hoped 
that its leaders will soon check into the 
situation, and remove this blot upon its 
escutcheon, 


Total Mobilization Planning 
Continues 
In the forefront of the propagandists 


for total or substantially total mobiliza- 
tion of American citizens, in our Repub- 
lic whenever there is a war, is Bernard 
M. Baruch, the famed adviser of so-called 
“‘progressive’” Presidents who have spec- 
ialized in ever-increasing bureaucracy, 
ever-mounting taxes, global meddling and 
handouts, and monstrous public debt. 


Baruch delivered an address at the 
1947 graduation exercises of the Indus- 
trial College of the Armed Forces, which 
is carried in full in the New York Jour- 
nal American of July 17, 1947. He uti- 
lized the address to urge that a total or 
substantially total mobilization plan be 
put on the statute books ready for im- 
mediate use whenever war may come. 
Baruch asserted that the program must 
“Mobilize the full might of America— 
militarily, economically and spiritually ;” 
make “‘All men and women subject 
to mobilization with a work-or-fight 
clause; and have ‘‘An industrial plan 
ready to go into effect with full con- 
trol of production, distribution and 
prices.”” 
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Universal Military Training 


In the same address, Baruch de 
clared that “Universal military training 
must be regarded as the apex of a pyra 
mid,”” and that, except “‘as part of such 
a structure” (Substantially total mobiliza. 
tion), universal military training “hal 
neither purpose nor effect.” The frank. 
ness of his admission in this regard ougll| 
to awaken many as to the pbaselessness of|

President Truman’s assertion to Congress 
on March 17, 1948: 


“Universal training is the only feasible 
means by which the civilian components 
of our armed forces can be built up to| 
the strength required if we are to be pre- 
pared for emergencies.” 


President Truman ought to know that!

HERE IS military strategy behind 
recent gestures of friendship toward 
the Franco Government of Spain. This 
is a complete reversal of foreign policy, as 
formally promoted by pro-Communist 

groups surrounding Roosevelt. 





Students of European affairs here at 
Washington believe they have an explana- 
tion for the change. They reason that 
the United States and Russia may soon 
be locked in war on the Iberian Penin- 
sula. 


Strategists, whose duty it is to look 
ahead and anticipate military require- 
ments, expect the red army to overrun 
Holland, Belgium and France within six 
weeks after the conflict starts. They be- 
lieve the Pyrennees mountain range which 
separates Spain from France, will slow 
down the invasion. 


Spain has a trained army of 250,000 
men. The number could be increased to 
700,000 on short notice and eventually 
raised to 2-million if necessary. Military 
opinion foresees the possibility of this 
force checking the red advance long 
enough, for the United States to prepare 
positions in North Africa. 
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Stalin never forgave Franco for ac- 
cepting Hitler’s help ten years ago, in 
breaking the backbone of the Spanish 
revolution. This accounts for Spain's ex- 
clusion from the United Nations. 


Prior to Roosevelt's death, American 
diplomats who shared Soviet antipathy 
for Franco, were sent to represent us in 
Spain. Communist and Jewish organiza- 
tions have for ten years carried on hate 
propaganda in the United States, aimed 
at destroying friendly relations between 
the two countries.

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HE COMMUNIST ORIGIN of 
the so-called Civil Rights bill which 
Mr. Truman was coerced into passing 
along to Congress, is now understood by 
everybody in Washington.

THE RETURN FROM EXILE 





Ezra 1-6; Haggai. 


OLDEN TEXT: ‘‘And Jesus said 

unto him, No man, having put 

his hand to the plough, and looking 

back, is fit for the kingdom of God.’’ 
Luke 9:62. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF TO- 
DAY’S LESSON IS “REMNANT.” 


Ezra was a lineal descendant of 
Aaron. The best blood of the nation 
flowed through his veins. He is described 
as, ‘Ezra the priest, a scribe of the law 
of God.” (Ezra 7:12). 


He headed the second expedition of 
Jews tack from Babylon to Palestine. 
We read that “Ezra had prepared his 
heart to seek the law of the Lord, and to 
do it."” God can always find use for this 
type of man. 


King Artaxerxes gave permission for 
as many Jews, as wished, to return with 
Ezra. There were only 1,754 im the ex- 
pedition. They reached Jerusalem well 
equipped and without accident. The 
group comprised only a fraction of the 
Jewish population in Babylon. 


This small body is described as a 
“remnant,” in Ezra 3:8. In the last 
analysis, God always has to rely upon a 
REMNANT to carry forward His pro- 
gram. His power is manifested through 
small, potent groups. Masses seem to 
mar. He must depend upon THE 
HOLY FEW. 


The conditions that existed in Ezra’s 
time are being repeated before our eyes. 
There are large numbers of professed fol- 
lowers of Christ in the world today, but 
the actual soul-winning work of the 
Church is being carried on by a minority. 
Only a few members of the average con- 
gregation really possess zeal. 


Jesus had these loyal ones in mind 
when He said: “Fear not, LITTLE 
FLOCK;; for it is your Father’s good 
pleasure to give you the Kingdom.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ZECH- 
ARIAH 4:6. 





“This is the word of the Lord to 
Zerubbabel, saying, Not by might, nor 
by power, but by my spirit, saith the 
Lord of hosts.” 


Zerubbabel was a leader in the ranks 
of the remnant. He was a man of great 
spiritual capacities who stood near the 
high priest. It became his first care, upon 
reaching Palestine, to build “‘the altar of 
God.” 


We think of the Pilgrim Fathers, com- 
ing to the new world in search of religious 
liberty, transforming Plymouth Rock into 
an altar of prayer on the day of their 
arrival. We think of the great reform 
movements—and the great revivals of 
Church history, all starting at the altar of 
prayer. 


Who will say that altar-builders are 
not needed today? America is full of 
broken altars that need to be rebuilt! 


Zerubbabels are needed to build altars 
and temples for God. Such men are sen- 
sitive to divine leadership. They possess 
inner light and spiritual illumination. The 
word of the Lord to Zerubbabel is as 
meaningful now, as when spoken in the 
days of Ezra, Haggai and Zechariah. . . 
**Not by might, nor by power, but by my 
spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
“JERUSALEM TEMPLES TYPI- 
FIED THE BODY OF CHRIST.” 


The original temple, built by Solomon, 
was perhaps the most beautiful and costly 
structure ever erected on this earth. It 
was destroyed by Nebuchadnezzar about 
586 B. C. 


The second temple, built by Zerub- 
babel, was inferior in architecture. The 
Holy of Holies was empty. There was 
no Shekinah glory. This temple was

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plundered by Antiochus Epiphanes and 
later restored by Judas Maccabeus. It 
was taken by Pompey, after a_ three 
months’ siege. Herod the Great rebuilt 
it on a grander scale, starting about the 


year 20 or 21 B.C. 


On a certain occasion, Jews spoke to 
our Lord regarding this temple . . . and 
He used the following metaphor, which 
was beyond their comprehension: “De- 
stroy this temple, and in three days I will 
raise it up.” 


They later charged before the Sanhe- 
drin, that He threatened to tear down 
their place of worship. In reality, He 
knew the temple would be later torn down 
by the Romans. He also knew that His 
body would be torn down by death. The 
Jerusalem temple typified His body. 


“But he spake of the temple of his 
body. When therefore he was risen from 
the dead, his disciples remembered.” 
(John 2:21-22)

ZECHARIAH PLEADS 


Zechariah 1:1-6; 7:8-14; 8:16- 
17. 








OLDEN TEXT: ‘‘Thus speaketh 

the Lord of hosts, saying, Exe- 
cute true judgment, and shew mercy 
and compassions every man to his 
brother.’’ Zechariah 7:9. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF TO- 
DAY’S LESSON IS “DISPLEAS- 
~~. 


It is impossible to evaluate the import- 
ance of Zechariah’s prophetic exertions, 
without understanding that he was fight- 
ing TALMUDISM in its earliest and 


most depraved form. 


The ialmud had originated in Baby- 
lon, during the recent past. Little won- 
der that the prophet opened his ministry 
with the denunciation: ““The Lord hath 
been sore DISPLEASED with your 
fathers.”” 

The word Zechariah means, “The 
Lord remembers.” He was born in 
Babylon and entered Palestine in the 
first caravan under Ezra’s leadership. 
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Some of the clearest prophecies recorded 
in the Old Testament regarding the first 
and second comings of Christ, came from 
hi#pen. 

There is every reason to suppose that 
Zechariah was cognizant of the danger 
he faced in denouncing the Jews. He 
may have been a witness to the murder 
of Ezekiel. Tradition says: ““The man 
was put to death by the captive Jews of 
Babylon, for his faithfulness and bold- 
ness in reproving them.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ZECH- 
ARIAH 1:3. 


“Turn ye unto me, saith the Lord of 
hosts, and I will turn unto you, saith the 
Lord of hosts,’’ shouted the prophet. 


A great transition was then in progress. 
Zechariah’s nation was at the crossroads. 
Talmudism was in process of supplanting 
Hebraism (the original Hebrew institu- 
tions). 


The nations are today falling apart, 
because the INTERNATIONAL 
RACE is applying the destructive code 
of the Talmud in every part of the world. 
The system rose while the Jews were liv- 
ing in Babylon. 


Arsene Darmesteter, long recognized 
in Jewish circles as an authority on Tal- 
mudism, says in an essay entitled The 


Talmud: 


“Nothing, indeed, can equal the im- 
portance of the Talmud, unless it be the 
ignorance that prevails concerning it. . . 
People have a vague idea that it is a 
huge, strange, fantastic work, written in 
a still more fantastic style, in which bits 
of all sorts of more or less exact knowl- 
edge, together with dreams and fables, 
lie heaped up with the incoherency of 
complete disorder. But it has not yet 
been made plain, that it is the work of a 
nation, THE EXPRESSION OF A 
SOCIAL SYSTEM, and that in virtue 
thereof it falls under the laws governing 
the progress of humanity.” 


Darmesteter stands so well in Jewish 
circles, that this essay has been recently 
reprinted by the Jewish Publ:cation So- 
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ciety. Moreover, Chief Rabbi J. H. 
Hertz praised him, in the Foreword to a 
1935 edition of the Talmud, comprising

“The study of Judaism is that of the 
Talmud, as the study of the Talmud is 
that of Judaism,” says Darmesteter. 
“‘The two are inseparable things, or bet- 
ter, THEY ARE ONE AND THE 
SAME.” 


Then he discusses the demise of the 
Hebrew religion and the rise of Talmud- 
ism, pointing out that the event occurred 
during the Babylonian captivity. He 
says: 


“In a word, Hebraism is at an end, 
Judaism is born. What are the causes of 
the transformation? What series of cir- 
cumstances could have effected it, in so 
limited a period as the Captivity? . . . 


“‘Thus became possible the strange 
phenomenon, unique in history, I believe, 
of a people dispersed to the four corners 
of the earth, yet ONE, of a nation with- 
out a land, yet living. The miracle was 
accomplished by the Talmud.” 


How different the history of the Jew- 
ish nation might have been . . . how spirit- 
ual . . . how Godlike they might have 
become . . . what a blessing they might 
be to the nations today—had they listened 
to Zechariah when he pleaded: 


“Turn ye now from your evil ways, 
and from your evil doings.”

Nehemiah 1-7 


OLDEN TEXT: ‘‘So built we the 

wall and all the wall was join- 

ed together unto the half thereof: 

for the people had a mind to work.’’ 
Nehemiah 4:6. 


(1) THE KEY WORD FOR TO- 
DAY’S LESSON IS “BUILD.” 


All that is known of the prophet Ne- 
hemiah will be found in the information 
contained in the Old Testament book 
which bears his name. 


Matthew Henry commented: “In my 
esteem, Ezra and Nehemiah, though 
neither of them ever wore a crown, com- 
manded an army, conquered any country, 
or was famed for philosophy or oratory; 
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yet both of them, being pious praying 
men, and very serviceable in their day to 
the Church of God and the interests of 
religion, were really greater men and 
more honourable, not only than any of the 
Roman consuls or dictators, but than 
Xenophon, or Demosthenes, or Plato 
himself, who lived at the same time, the 
bright ornaments of Greece.” 


Fourteen years after the return of Ezra 
to Jerusalem, Nehemiah led a company, 
restored the city walls and _ established 





civil authority. Although Ezra succeeded | 
in rebuilding the temple, the city as a | 


whole remained in ruins. Nehemiah wept, 
fasted and prayed. 


Then he said: ‘‘Let us rise up and 
P-UILD.” Nehemiah was a builder. He 
was animated by a constructive motive. 
Every word and act originates either with 
a positive or negative attitude. 


A good thing to remember, 

And a better thing to do, 

Is to work with the construction gang, 
And not the wrecking crew.

Hebrew meaning of the prophet’s name 
is, “help.” 


“All the people gathered themselves 
together as one man into the street.”” (Ne- 


hemiah 8:1) 


Ezra stood on a high “pulpit of wood 
. in sight of all the people.”” The peo- 
ple stood all day listening. ‘““They bowed 
their heads, and worshipped the Lord 


with their faces to the ground.” 


The reading of the Scriptures con- 
tinued seven days . . . while the people 


| ‘assembled with SACKCLOTHES and 
| stood and confessed their sins, and the 
| iniquities of their fathers.”’ 


The wearing of sackcloth in ancient 
times was an outward symbol of inward 
sorrow. The garment consisted of loose 
cloth, coarse texture, dark color, made of 
goat’s hair. It was ordinarily used for 
making sacks. 


Such clothing was extremely rough. 
Mourners wore it next to the skin in ex- 
treme cases. “‘Girding with sackcloth’’ is 
a figure of heavy afflictions in such pass- 
ages as Psalms 35:13, 69:11, Isaiah 
3:24, etc. 


The use of ‘‘sackclothes’ while Ezra 
read from the law, signified repentance on 
the part of the people. The revival that 
followed, came as a natural sequence. 


The Church of , Jesus Christ needs 
sackcloth today. It has committed griev- 
ous sins. It is in a state of spiritual de- 
clension. It has apostatized. It has “be- 
come the habitation of devils, and the 
hold of every foul spirit, and a cage of 
every unclean and hateful bird.” 


A Reviva is the only hope. 

(2) THE KEY VERSE IS NE- 
HEMIAH 8:15. 

“That they should publish and pro- 


claim in all their cities, and in Jerusalem.” 
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This passage parallels the Great Com- 
mission which our Lord gave to His dis- 
ciples. The “good news” of the Gospel 
is too good to keep. It must be shared 
with others.
